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A REMARKABLE HISTORY. 
In 1856 James Mé@icoat of Louis- 
ville, Mo., was assassinated from 
amush. lie was a widower, with 
a family of seven small children.

Prof. Edmurd J. James of Chicago University has told the 
Chicago street railway commissioners some interesting things 
about the Paris subway system. 

The city is building the tunne! and substructure and a com- 
‘pany is to equip and operate the road under a lease. The 
city may secure the road any time within seven years and 
the entire system reverts to the city at the end of 35 years, 

The total cost of the system will be 346,400,000, of which 
the city pays about $36,000,000 and the company $10,000,000. 

A sinking fund for the payment of the cost of the road is 
created out of a percentage of the earnings. The fares range 
from five to one cent, the latter being the uniform fare for 
school children. The minimum wage of employes is. fixed. 

They have a pension fund and are allowed one rest day each

Explosion of Dust, Followed by the Ex-, 


plosion of the Boiler and Two Men 
Were Probably Fatally 


Injured.

FORT WORTH, Texas, Oct. 6—Five 
children were killed and John Wakefield and 
Henry McMiken were seriously dea prob- 
ably fataHy injured by the explosion of a 
cotton gin\near Flatonia, about 20 miles 
from here, / 

The explosion is supposed to have been 
caused by a spark of tire igniting the cot- 
ton dust. The children, whose identity is 
@ot stated in the report brought here, were 
Playing about the gin when the explosion oc- 
curred. They were literally blown § into 
pieces, The mangied remains of one child 
fell into a hog pen and was immediately at- 
tacked by the hogs, which ate up nearly 
the entire body before they could be driven 
off. 

The explosion cracked the boiler, which 

also exploded, and a portion of it landed 
300 yards out in the fie'd. 

Henry McMiken was the fireman and how 
he é@scaped being blown to fragments Is a 
mystery. He was severely injured, a por- 
tion of his face being blown off, and physi- 
clans say he can not live. 

John Wakefield, the owner of, the gin, was 
the least injured of the victims of the ex- 
plosion. He was standing on the outside of 
the gin on the opposite side from the en- 
gine room. A plece of the boiler was 
blown through the wrecked building and 
narrowly missed him. He is badly jarred 
and several bones are broken. The chances 
for his recovery are slight.
